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Doctor Who: Altered Reflections 


. EXT. MARONI MIRRORS STORE FRONT - NIGHT 


The 'MARONI MIRRORS' is just one of dozens of shop fronts on 
either side of the shopping centre hallway. 


Through the huge windows of the shop front we see a lone 
woman; Lara Sladen. She's wiping down the surface of a large 
full body mirror. 


She's using her mobile phone, talking to someone on the other 
end. 


INT. MARONI MIRRORS FLOOR - NIGHT 


Lara looks at the clock on the wall, the time ticking by. 
She's talking on the phone. 


LARA SLADEN 
I know. I'll be home as soon as 
possible. 


She approaches an old antique mirror, wiping the surface. 


We see her face. It's not sad but not at all smiling, merely 
unenergised. 


LARA SLADEN (CONT'D) 
No, no. I think you're right. I 
don't need to go. I can't leave you 
here alone. 


We see her reflection in the mirror, still, her face 
inexpressive. There's a smudge of dirt on the mirror. 


LARA SLADEN (CONT'D) 
No I didn't mean it like that- No. 
Jessica! I- 


Her phone beeps to signal the call has ended. 


She raises her cloth to wipe the smudge of dirt. Her hand 
moves to occlude the reflection of her face from view. 


She wipes, her hand moving aside to reveal that her 
reflection has changed. Her face twisted into a strange 
smile. The cheeks are tensed and stretched as the grin 
spreads twice as wide as any comfort would allow. 
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Lara jumps back in shock. We see her face, shocked, afraid of 
the reflection. 


We see the mirror again. The reflection is again following 
her. 


The woman brings her hand to her face rubbing her eyes. 
LARA SLADEN (CONT'D) 
Too much work. Need to get some 


sleep. 


Lara turns her back on the mirror. The reflection doesn't 
turn, still staring at her. 


It's face twists into a smile but not one of honest 
happiness. More of predatory delight. 


The reflection reaches out, closer and closer. Lara's own 


hand but each finger sharpened to a sort of claw. It's 
reaching out. It almost touches Lara's shoulder when... 
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INT. MIRROR SHOP FLOOR - NIGHT 


The mirror behind Lara explodes into shards of glass. Shards 
of glass scatter over her and across the floor. 


Lara brings a hand to her face. Her cheek is bleeding from a 
shard of glass having cut her skin. 


LARA SLADEN 
What the hell was that? 


Lara turns back to see the shattered mirror. Shards of glass 
on the floor. 


LARA SLADEN (CONT'D) 
Who's there? Who did that? 


Lara looks up to see the edge of a human figure just passing 
out of view. 
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LARA SLADEN (CONT'D) 
Hey. You stop. You can't just go 
destroying stock. I'll get the 
blame for that. 


Lara runs out of the shop door to catch the stranger but then 
she stops still. The window opposite her. The lights are 
turned off turning the shop window into a mirror. 


It's Lara's reflection. That same horrible twisted smile. The 
reflection brings it's hand to the corners of it's mouth. 


We cut to Lara's face, touching her face in the same place 
except her mouth is a shape of shock not the evil smile. 


Lara reaches out towards the reflection in the window. The 
reflection reaches back. 


There's a loud mechanical whirring noise and a purple light 
flares up in the window. 


A spider web crack spreads over the window and it shatters. 


Lara snaps back to her senses and looks around to see the 
source of the noise. 


Standing there, several feet away. Half in the the shadows is 
aman. He's tall and lanky. A long blue 1700s captain's 
tailcoat with loose flapping lapels. Slightly scruffy hair. 


THE DOCTOR 
Stay away from the reflections! 


LARA SLADEN 
What's happening here? 


The Doctor looks around the room at the shop windows. Some 
have his reflection in them. Some Lara's, all of them with 
the same twisted smiles. 


THE DOCTOR 
We need to get out of here. 


LARA SLADEN 
What's wrong with my reflection!? 


THE DOCTOR 
It wants to eat you. 
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The Doctor pulls out a cylindrical device made of brass and 
and wood. The tip holds a purple crystal. 


THE DOCTOR (CONT'D) 
On my Signal. Run. 


LARA SLADEN 
What's the signal? 


The Doctor raises his sonic screwdriver. He smiles and 
presses the button. The purple orb at the top glows and the 
device emits a loud whirring. 


Lara turns to look down the hallway. One either side are 
glass window shop fronts. The furthest pair, one on either 
Side explode into a shower of glass shards. 

Then the next. 

Then the next. 


Lara and the Doctor take off running away from the oncoming 
wave of exploding windows. 


More and more and more of the windows blow shards of glass 
into the corridor as Lara and The Doctor run. 


As the go, the windows ahead of them start to warp. Their 
smiling reflections reaching out of the windows. 


The Doctor and Lara pass the outstretched, twisted 
reflections of their own bodies. 


The Doctor and Lara run through the shop floor until they 
reach a large fire escape door. 


The Doctor uses his Sonic Screwdriver on the door but it 
doesn't do anything. 


THE DOCTOR 
Deadlock seal. The Sonic can't open 
Its

Who did that?

THE DOCTOR 
Well.. I did. I thought I could trap 
them inside. I didn't know I'd be 
tapping us. 


LARA SLADEN 
Oh come on. This way. 


Lara grabs the Doctor's arm and pulls him between two shop 
windows to a back door where they find a smaller door. 


- EXT. SHOPPING CENTRE PARKING - NIGHT 


The Doctor shuts the door behind them and sonics it to lock 
oe 


The sound of glass scraping on metal comes from the other 
side of the door. 


LARA SLADEN 
What are those things!? 


THE DOCTOR 
They're us. Well, our reflections. 
Well, creatures that hijack our 
images with ultimate goal of 
replacing us but still.. They're us. 


The Doctor runs around the other side of the shopping centre, 
to the main doors. 


There stands the a blue police box. The left door is open, 
thick cables trailing from inside and crackling with 
electricity. 


The cables lead to a small table covered in items and a set 
of gigantic speakers. 


The Doctor and Lara stand at the door to the shopping centre, 
looking through the big glass front doors. 


On the other side, the reflections of Lara. Dozens of them. 
Living, solid reflections. 


The doctor lifts his sonic screwdrever. 
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He holds the brass and wood device up, pointing it at the 
glass. 


THE DOCTOR (CONT'D) 
Look. Really look at them. 


The Lara reflections stand at the door looking out at them. 
The Doctor presses the button on his Sonic Screwdriver. 


The image of Lara fades from the figures to reveal a 
construction of colourful glass statues with cracks running 
all through the surfaces. 


LARA SLADEN 
Oh my god. This can't be real. 


THE DOCTOR 
It's real. Get over it. 


LARA SLADEN 
Why do they look like me? 


The Doctor turns off the screwdriver and they re appropriate 
Lara's form. 


THE DOCTOR 
They're called Nitrinites. They 
take over planets one at a time. 
They gradually replace the 
inhabitants, taking their forms 
until one day the local population 
is just gone. 


LARA SLADEN 
Yeah, yeah. But why me? 


THE DOCTOR 
Oh, uh. Random chance. I don't 
know. I can’t know everything. 


Lara backs away from the door. 


LARA SLADEN 
What's that for? 


She points back to the table covered in equipment and the 
giant speakers. 
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THE DOCTOR 
Insurance... 


LARA SLADEN 
How are spea-? 


The Doctor throws out his arms. 


THE DOCTOR 
I don't know how many worlds you've 
done this on, stealing face and 
eating lives. I don't know why. 
Everything's hungry I suppose. But 
not here. Not on earth. Not to 
poor... 


The Docotor looks back at Lara. 


LARA SLADEN 
Lara. My name's Lara. 


The Doctor gestures to himself. 


THE DOCTOR 
Nice to meet you Lara. I'm the 
Doctor. 


Lara half nods, not sure whether to engage with all this 
madness. 


THE DOCTOR (CONT'D) 

Not to poor Lara. So I’m being 
generous. You get one chance to 
leave. Your kind travel on the 
quantum foam. Just hitch a ride on 
the next bubble out of here. Go 
somewhere else. Leave these people 
alone. 


There's a beat. Silence. The reflections stand there smiling, 
swaying idly from side to side. 


LARA SLADEN 
I don't think they like that idea. 


The Doctor raises a finger back at her, shushing her. 
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THE DOCTOR 
Well... Talk to me. 


The Doctor walks back to the speakers and bangs on the 
housing. 


THE DOCTOR (CONT'D) 
I know that you are advanced enough 
to understand. I know that you can 
intercept radio technology this 
Simple. This radio is receiving on 
the 456 wavelength. Use it! Talk to 
me! 


There's a long pause as the reflections turn to each other. 
Their bright smiles still shine. 


The speaker crackles to life. 
The glass creatures speak through it, Lara's voice. 
CREATURES THROUGH SPEAKER 
We will take their faces and then 


we will take their world. 


THE DOCTOR 
Thank you. 


CREATURES THROUGH SPEAKER 
For what? 


THE DOCTOR 
For making it easy. 


The speakers crackles again. 


LARA SLADEN 
What are you going to do? 


THE DOCTOR 
This! 


The Doctor arranges two microphones on the table to make them 
point at each other. 


He picks up a wine glass in one hand. 


The Doctor throws a small plastic case to Lara. 
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She opens the case to see that they're earbuds. 


THE DOCTOR (CONT'D) 
Here. Put these in. 


Lara put in the earbuds. 


The reflection creatures step through the glass doors and 
stare at the Doctor and Lara. 


THE DOCTOR (CONT'D) 
I want you to know. I gave you a 
chance. 


The Doctor dings the wine glass on one of the microphones. 
The speakers begin to whistle a ringing noise. It builds and 
builds, the microphone picking up the signal. The speaker 
plays it and the microphone picks up the amplified signal 
over and over again until the birdlike whistle becomes a 
raging scream. 


Lara covers her ears as visible sound waves shake the air. 


The reflection burst into showers of glass that scatter into 
the air. 


Car windows shatter, alarms being set off. 


The speakers blow up, sparks flying behind The Doctor. The 
ringing sound is gone. 


THE DOCTOR (CONT'D) 
Well then. All in a day's work. 


Lara looks at the Doctor in confusion, she can't hear him. 
The Doctor shakes his head and mimes pulling out earbuds. 
Lara takes out the ear buds. 


LARA SLADEN 
How is this happening? 


THE DOCTOR 
It doesn't matter. They're gone. Go 
home. Don't tell anyone what 
happened here. 
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LARA SLADEN 
Or what!? What happens if I tell 
people? 

THE DOCTOR 
You'll be putting them all in 
danger and when they get hurt it'll 
be all your fault. 


LARA SLADEN 
What do I do now? 


THE DOCTOR 
Go. Home. 


We hold on Lara, dejected, rejection. 

She turns away from the Doctor. 

The Doctor is busy bundling up cables and throwing objects 
back through the doors of the big blue box. 

INT. LARA'S CAR - NIGHT 

We cut in close on Lara. She sits alone in her car. 

She pulls out her phone. 


Her home screen is a photo of her beside a woman. They're 
intimate, holding each other tight. 


We focus in on Lara. On her face, her cheek. We cut in close 
on the bleeding cut. A single twinkle of reflectivity shines 
from the drop of blood. 


She lays her head back and closes her eyes, falling asleep. 


INT. LARA'S FLAT - MORNING 

Lara's flat is simple, pedestrian. Two tone wallpaper, a dark 
red bottom half with a cream top half and a strip of gold 
etched black tape to cover the paint border. 


There's a small kitchenette at the far end. It's a little 
messy, not dirty but disorganised. 
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A woman, the one we saw on Lara's phone, sits alone on the 
sofa. She's using her smart phone when the door opens. 


Lara steps through the door, keys in hand. 


JESSICA KING 
Where have you been? 


LARA SLADEN 
I've been at work. I fell asleep on 
the way home. 


JESSICA KING 
We were supposed to go out last 
night. 


LARA SLADEN 
Yeah well I'm sorry. I was asked to 
stay late. 

JESSICA KING 
You need to learn how to say no to 
your boss. 

LARA SLADEN 
I'm not talking about this right 
now. I'm too tired. 

JESSICA KING 
Sure. Fine, whatever. We'll talk 
about it later? 


Jessica, indignant, a conversation they've had a million 
times before. 


LARA SLADEN 
Yeah. Fine. 


Lara closes the door behind her. 


INT. LARA'S ROOM - MORNING 


Lara closes the bedroom door behind her. There's a a double 
bed and a dressing table with a large mirror. 


Lara looks at it, pointedly deciding not to think about it. 
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But she can't stop thinking about the mirror. 
She throws a blanket over the mirror, covering it up. 


Lara lays down on the bed, rubbing the scar on her face. 


. EXT. SHOPPING STREET - DAY 


Jessica and Lara walk down the street together. A bus passes 
them. 


Lara notices her reflection, lingering on the bus window. 


JESSICA KING 
What's wrong with you? You've been 
off all day. 


LARA SLADEN 
Nothing. It's just.. 


JESSICA KING 
Look. I'm sorry I was such a 
nightmare earlier. I miss you, 
that's all. You're working so much 
and.. I don't know. 


LARA SLADEN 
I'm not like Jason. Just because 
I'm not around you doesn't mean 
I'll be messing around. 


Lara bumps Jessica's shoulder playfully then shies away. 


JESSICA KING 
Haven't I done a lot for you? I 
think you owe me your time at 
least. 


LARA SLADEN 
You're right Jess. I'll try to do 
better. 


JESSICA KING 


I know. Come on. Let's go to that 
shop you like. 
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LARA SLADEN 
We can spend even more money we 
don't have. 
JESSICA KING 
It's on me. 
INT. DRESSING ROOM - DAY 
Lara is in a small shop dressing room. She's wearing a dress. 


She turns in the mirror, looking at herself. 


LARA SLADEN 
Not really my style is it? 


Jessica cracks the door to the dressing room, leaning in. 
JESSICA KING 
Bit too much skin for you. Don't 


you think? 


LARA SLADEN 
Yeah. Now go, go. One person only. 


Jessica ducks back out of the door leaving Lara alone. 
Lara looks in the mirror, turning again. 


We follow her turn, her eye line, always seeing the back of 
her head until finally we see the mirror again. 


Lara's reflection, her skin turned to glass. 
Lara touches her face. Her skin is normal. 


She sits on the bench and takes a breath to get her focus 
back. 


LARA SLADEN (CONT'D) 
It's okay. It's okay. There's 
nothing going on. 


From the other side of the door comes's Jessica's voice. 
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JESSICA KING (OFF SCREEN) 
What's okay? Did you find something 
good? 


Lara runs her hands over her face and stands. 
She leaves the dressing room. 
She takes Jessica's hand, dragging her along. 


LARA SLADEN 
Let's go somewhere else. 


JESSICA KING 
Why? 


LARA SLADEN 
I just need to get away from here. 
Let's go somewhere nice. 


JESSICA KING 
You're so weird. 


EXT. BURGER VAN - DAY 


Lara and Jessica stand in a long queue outside a cheap 
looking burger van. The chef is fat man (mid 40's) wearing a 
stained shirt. 


JESSICA KING 
I thought you said somewhere nice. 
We're liable to catch something 
from here. 


LARA SLADEN 
Yeah. Yeah. This is nice enough. I 
just want something quick. 


The line is shortening slowly. Each transaction seems to take 
forever. 


Lara gets a notification sound on her phone. 
She pulls out her phone to look. 


JESSICA KING 
Who's that? 
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LARA SLADEN 
It's nothing. Don't worry about it. 
That's not good enough for Jessica. 


JESSICA KING 
Just tell me. It's no big deal. 


LARA SLADEN 
Really. It's nothing. 


Lara puts her phone away. As it's finally their turn to get 
food. 


VAN CHEF 
What can I get you love? 


JESSICA KING 
Two big whoppers. I'll have chips 
too. Thanks. 

VAN CHEF 
Give me just one moment. I'll be 
right with you. 


JESSICA KING 
Really? Chips? 


LARA SLADEN 
Who doesn't like chips? 


Jessica looks over Lara's body. 
Lara calls up to the van chef. 
LARA SLADEN (CONT'D) 
Actually. Forget the chips please. 
EXT. PARK BENCH - DAY 
Lara and Jessica sit together on a park bench with their 


food. Each with a burger, neither with chips. Neither of them 
have taken a single bite yet though. 
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JESSICA KING 
I'm sorry about earlier. Why don't 
we go somewhere nice? We could go 
see your parents. 


LARA SLADEN 
I thought you said somewhere nice.. 


Lara smiles, thinking her callback funny. 
JESSICA KING 
You should have some respect for 


your parents. They gave you a lot. 


LARA SLADEN 
I was just- 


Lara's phone chimes with another notification. 


JESSICA KING 
And who keeps texting you! 


Jessica snatches Lara's phone from her hand and looks. 


It's a perfectly innocent notification, just a reminder to 
come back to a game. 


Jessica throws Lara's phone back at her, picking up the bags 
of shopping. 


JESSICA KING (CONT'D) 
You can send me the money for all 
that too. 
Jessica walks away holding the bags of shopping. 


Lara wipes her eyes. 


INT. LARA'S FLAT - DAY 
The door of Lara's flat opens and she walks through. 


LARA SLADEN 
What are you doing here? 


It's the Doctor. He's sat back on Lara's sofa reading one of 
her magazines. 
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THE DOCTOR 
Why on earth are all these 
celebrities fighting so much? 


Lara walks up the The Doctor and rips the magazine from his 
hands. 


THE DOCTOR (CONT'D) 
Hey. I was reading that. 


LARA SLADEN 
Well now you're not. Get out. 


The Doctor stands up, pulling his blue coat closed. Lara is 
rolling the magazine into a tube, baring it as a weapon. 


The Doctor begins to back away through the room to the door. 
THE DOCTOR 
When a lady tells me to leave her 
home... Her really quite nice home. 
Love the wallpaper. Very 90's. And 
that lampshade. I wonder which 
antique shop you picked that up 
from. 
The Doctor now has his back to the open doorway. 


Lara grabs the door and starts to shut it. 


She shuts the door half way but the Doctor blocks it with his 
hand. 


THE DOCTOR (CONT'D) 
Just one question.. Has it started 


happening yet? The hallucinations? 


Lara looks at the Doctor. She doesn't need to answer with 
words. 


From around the corner comes Jessica. She sees the Doctor. 
The Doctor steps aside. 


THE DOCTOR (CONT'D) 
Oh. Hello again. 


He turns to Lara.

THE DOCTOR (CONT'D) 
She called me handsome. 


The Doctor flashes a beaming smile. 
Lara looks past the Doctor at Jessica. 
Jessica responds with a dismissive look. 


THE DOCTOR (CONT'D) 
Oops. I appear to have made the 
moment awkward. Nice to see things 
haven't changed... But Lara this is 
important. You need to come with 
me. People could be in danger and I 
think you're the only one that can 
help me. 


JESSICA KING 
She's not leaving with you. 


Jessica looks to the Doctor. 
JESSICA KING (CONT'D) 
You're not leaving with him are 
you? 
Jessica looks at Lara. 
LARA SLADEN 
I have to. I'll be right back. I 
promise I'll make it up to you. 
JESSICA KING 
I'll be waiting... And then we're 
going to talk. Properly. 


Lara and the Doctor leave together. 


Jessica steps inside. She looks out of the window to see Lara 
and The Doctor walking down the street. 


Her face flickers, replaced my glass. She turns into Lara, 
just for a moment, then back into the form of Jessica. 
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EXT. STREET - DAY 


Lara and The Doctor are walking down the street outside the 
apartment block that includes Lara's home. It's run down and 
dingy. 


We see a wall covered in graffiti, gang taggings. 


LARA SLADEN 
You said your name was..? 


THE DOCTOR 
The Doctor. 


LARA SLADEN 
Doctor what? Of what? 


THE DOCTOR 
You know? Not enough people ask 
that. I should come up with an 
answer. Cheese making? Love a good 
cheddar. 


LARA SLADEN 
You said you needed my help. 


THE DOCTOR 
One of those really strong ones 
that burn your mouth if you take 
too big a bite. The kind that- 


Lara grabs his arm, stopping him. 


LARA SLADEN 
Doctor! If people are in danger we 
need to do something about it. 


The Doctor looks down at Lara's hand. He looks concerned for 
just a moment then switches into a sile. 


THE DOCTOR 
Come on. I need to do a few tests. 


LARA SLADEN 
Oh. Alright. 
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INT. UNIVERSITY RECEPTION - DAY 


The reception of St. Luke's University. The one prominently 
featured in Series 10. 


The Doctor and Lara walk in through the front door. 


The Doctor flashes a leather wallet at the receptionist who, 
unquestioningly, buzzes the pair through. 


RECEPTIONIST 
Enjoy your time at St. Luke's 
Doctor Smith. 


LARA SLADEN 
What is that thing? 


THE DOCTOR 
Psychic paper. Shows whatever what 
I want the viewer to see. Good for 
getting in and out of places. 


LARA SLADEN 
You could try selling them. The 
kids around here would pay a 
fortune. Great for getting in bars 
and stuff. 


THE DOCTOR 
Bloody humans. 


The Doctor and Lara hurry up a set of stairs. 


INT. UNIVERSITY LAB - DAY 


The Doctor sits at a desk covered in bubbling chemicals and 
scientific equipment. 


Lara looks through the equipment with fascination. 
THE DOCTOR 


Careful. Mix the blue and the green 
and you'll take this whole building 


up. 


Lara snatches her hands away from the glass tubes quickly. 
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THE DOCTOR (CONT'D) 
I could do with a proper chem lab 
on the Tardis. 


LARA SLADEN 
So Doctor. You said people were in 
danger? Who? 


THE DOCTOR 
Everyone. Remember what I told you? 


LARA SLADEN 
You said they'd take over the 
world. But you destroyed them. 
Shattered all their glassy bits. 


THE DOCTOR 
It's never that easy. I'm still 
picking up the signal in the local 
area. 


LARA SLADEN 
Where are they? 


The Doctor picks up a pair of tweezers and approaches Lara. 


THE DOCTOR 
Excuse the hands. 


He takes her by the jaw and tilts her head back. 


He picks at the cut on Lara's face and pulls out a tiny 
slither of glass. 


THE DOCTOR (CONT'D) 
They're right here. 


LARA SLADEN 
You mean that's one of the glass 
thingies? 


THE DOCTOR 
No. Of course not. 


The Doctor looks down at Lara. 


Lara looks up at the Doctor. 
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He's putting the shard of glass into a small round device of 
electronic circuits. 


LARA SLADEN 
That's silly. I'd know. 


THE DOCTOR 
Would you? Does a reflection know 
it's a reflection? These creatures 
don't see themselves as evil. 


LARA SLADEN 
Doctor. I know I'm not just a 
reflection. 


THE DOCTOR 
So do they. They're as real as you 
or I. Until they're not. They lie 
in wait, not even knowing. 


LARA SLADEN 
Then what makes them stop waiting? 


THE DOCTOR 
Personal threat. Call from the 
mother ship. The order to rally the 
troops. Could be anything. 


The Doctor carefully turns Lara's head and sees, right on her 
temple. A patch of skin has turned to glass. 


THE DOCTOR (CONT'D) 
And I'm really sorry Lara. I really 
am. But look... 


The Doctor picks up a mirror from his table of equipment and 
shows it to Lara. 


LARA SLADEN 
What's happening to me? 


THE DOCTOR 
Nothing. It's already happened. I 
don't think you ever left that 
shop. 
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LARA SLADEN 
This doesn't make sense. I know I 
left. I'm here! 


The Doctor picks up his Sonic screwdriver. He touches the 
purple sphere at the tip to Lara's skin and then presses the 
button. 


The glass grows across her skin, over her face to consume her 
features. 


The Doctor steps back, seeing Lara's entire body made of 
glass. 


THE DOCTOR 
I'm sorry. It's too late. 


LARA SLADEN 
But I got cut! I bled! 


THE DOCTOR 
You got cracked. The transition 
filter does it's best to maintain 
the illusion. 


We see through Lara's eyes. She's looking at her hands made 
of glass, her hair, thin strands of glass. 


LARA SLADEN 
If I'm just a reflection.. Who of? 


THE DOCTOR 
Of Lara. Whoever the girl in the 
shop was. That's who you became. 


LARA SLADEN 
Please Doctor. Make it go away. 


The Doctor touches his sonic screwdriver to her neck. Her 
skin grows in place of the glass. 


INT. UNIVERSITY LAB - DAY - MOMENTS LATER 


The Doctor is sitting on the lab desk beside Lara. Both faces 
painted with sobre expressions. 
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THE DOCTOR 
I had a friend once. She was made 
of glass too. She once told me that 
“RA life is just memories.” 


LARA SLADEN 
Which philosophy book did she get 
that from? I mean.. Maybe she's 
right. 


THE DOCTOR 
She always was and I don't think I 
appreciated that until it was too 
Tate. 


Lara takes the Doctor's hand. 
LARA SLADEN 
Your hand is warm. How can I feel 
that? 
THE DOCTOR 


You're not. You're remembering how 
Lara felt the sensation of warmth. 


The Doctor looks at Lara, soft and warm. 
LARA SLADEN 
If I'm just one of them. How come I 


didn't change when they did? 


THE DOCTOR 
That's a good- 


BANG! The laboratory door is smashed off of it's hinges. 
Jessica steps through the rubble and scattered dust. 
JESSICA KING 
It worked! I didn't think they'd 
got you. 


Lara slides backwards over the table that she was sat on. The 
Doctor points his Sonic Screwdriver at Jessica. 


The light of the sonic screwdriver shines on Jessica. Her 
skin turns to glass. 
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LARA SLADEN 
Jessica? 


JESSICA KING 
Finally. The truth is out. I don't 
have to pretend any more. 


LARA SLADEN 
I'm sorry. 


JESSICA KING 
Always apologising to me. So soft 
and meek. You think that makes me 
like you? You think that makes 
anyone like you? 


THE DOCTOR 
Leave her alone. There's no need 
for this. 


JESSICA KING 
Shut up, you. What? Are you going 
to take her away from me? 


The Doctor looks past Jessica at the bottles of chemicals. 


LARA SLADEN 
Why are you like this? I love you. 


JESSICA KING 
I don't love you. 


Lara looks at the Doctor. 
THE DOCTOR 
If you're a reflection what happens 
to the originals? The real Jessica? 
JESSICA KING 
I ate her. So soft and warm when I 
have to be cold. At least I can 
take her life.. And her love. 


She smiles, that twisting evil smile. 
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JESSICA KING (CONT'D) 
But it's so hard. Getting that 
smile right. It comes out as this. 
Happiness. It's so foreign to us. 
How can our faces show it? 


Jessica walks forwards into the room. The Doctor moves 
backward. Lara skirts the edge of the room, making her way to 
the door behind Jessica. 


Lara stands right by the arrangement of chemicals and 
equipment that The Doctor had arranged. 


Lara looks at the bottles. 


JESSICA KING (CONT'D) 
We know about you Doctor. We've 
taken your form. We've seen inside 
your mind. So many juicy secrets. 
And we know you'll make the wrong 
decision. 


THE DOCTOR 
What decision is that then? 


LARA SLADEN 
I know you like her. She's an 
awfully sweet girl. Take her far 
away from here. Travel the stars in 
that blue box but leave this world 
to us. Or fight us and lose 


everything. 

THE DOCTOR 
You know I can't do either of 
those. 


Jessica begins to vibrate, her skin shimmering. 


LARA SLADEN 
What's she doing? 


THE DOCTOR 
You saw the others do it before. To 
achieve this level of facsimile the 
glass creatures have to have a 
perfect command of their physical 
form. 
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The speakers attached to the whiteboard begin to crackle and 
play a voice. 


CREATURES THROUGH SPEAKER 
To war! Take the world. Take the 
world! 


THE DOCTOR 
She's modulating the surface of her 
skin fast enough to transmit radio 
Signals. 


INT. KITCHEN - DAY 


A nice kitchen, quaint and comfy. A woman sits at the table, 
her baby in a high chair. They're sat in front of a 
fireplace. Above the fireplace is a large mirror. 


The woman takes a spoon full of baby food and offers it to 
her baby. 


We see the mirror above the fireplace, the surface shimmers 
and an image of the woman moves in the surface of the mirror, 
reaching out. 


INT. TEENAGER'S BEDROOM - DAY 


A teenage girl sits in front of the mirror of her make-up 
table applying lipstick. She reels back as she sees the 
reflection of her face twist into the usual sickening grin. 


INT. UNIVERSITY RECEPTION - DAY 


The receptionist of the University, the one the Doctor and 
Lara had seen is sat at her desk in front of her computer. 


RECEPTIONIST 
I'm going out for a smoke. See you 
in five. 


She switches off the screen of her computer. With the 
screen's backlight turned black it has become a mirror, 
reflecting the receptionist's face back at her. As she turns 
away from the desk the reflection doesn't turn. It just 
stares at the back of her head. Instead it smiles. 
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21. INT. UNIVERSITY LAB - DAY 
The Doctor, Lara and Jessica hear a scream from downstairs. 


JESSICA KING 
Oh Helen is delicious. So much of 
her to take. So much to learn. 


LARA SLADEN 
Who's Helen? 


THE DOCTOR 
The receptionist. We passed her on 
the way here. She was always so 
nice. 


Lara looks down at the bottles of chemicals. 


Lara picks up the bottle of green chemicals and slides it 
into her pocket. 


JESSICA KING 
It's too late Doctor. This world is 
ours and my little puppy is going 
to come with me. 


Jessica kicks the table in front of her. It flips, hitting 
the Doctor with it's top surface and knocking him back. 


JESSICA KING (CONT'D) 
Come on Lara. We can be together. 
It'll be alright now. Don't follow 
us Doctor. Really, don't. 


While Jessica's back is turned Lara takes the blue bottle of 
chemicals, tucking it into her clothing at the last second. 


Jessica turns, takes Lara by the arm, and leads her out into 
the corridor. 


The Doctor is left alone on the floor of the laboratory. 
He's unconscious. 


From outside we hear screaming and the sounds of violence. 
Glass smashing, bangs and crashes. 
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EXT. TOWN SQUARE - DAY 

People are gathered in a crowd. They're celebrating the 
opening of a new attraction. The attraction is a tall 
sculpture made of mirrored surfaces. Some post modern 
abomination. 


In front of it stands a man wearing all his finery. A giant 
gold medallion and ancestral chains. 


MAYOR 
And this monument will forever 
celebrate the great men and women 
who started this town. The miners, 
the businesses. Everyone. 


The Mayor's large medallion shines. It's smooth, polished. 
Reflective. 


The reflections in the surface are smiling. The people in the 
crowd couldn't care less. 


MAYOR (CONT'D) 
It is my great honour to be the one 
to declare this monument to our 
City 


The Mayor's assistant hands him the large ceremonial 
scissors. 


He squeezes the scissor blades around the ribbon. 


The statue reflects the image of the attendees. They're 
milling around, looking fairly disinterested. 


The reflections change, the faces smiling. 


The mayor closes the scissors with a snap. 


INT. UNIVERSITY LAB - DAY 
The Doctor snaps up straight, bolting back to life. 
A pain flashes through his head as he grabs it. 


He lays back down, giving himself just a moment. 
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THE DOCTOR 
Ahh that was rough. 


He snaps to his senses and springs to his feet. 


THE DOCTOR (CONT'D) 
Lara! 


The Doctor races to the door then stops. 


He picks up the circular array of machinery that holds the 
slither of glass he had extracted from Lara. 


EXT. BRIDGE - DAY 


Lara and Jessica are walking over a bridge. Cars and buses 
pass them at speed as they follow the curb. 


JESSICA KING 
It's just us now Lara. It's all 
about us. We can be together. 
Forget about that Doctor. He 
doesn't understand. 


LARA SLADEN 
Jessica. I'm not sure. 


JESSICA KING 
I'm only ever trying to test you 
Lara. It was all so I can prove how 
strong you are. And you really are. 
You passed. 


Lara can only muster an unenthusiastic half smile. 
Jessica pulls her in for a tight hug. 
JESSICA KING (CONT'D) 
Come on. I want to show you 


something. 


Jessica takes Lara across the bridge. There's a series of 
concrete platforms that lead down to an access tunnel. 


Jessica opens the door. It's a long and dirty tunnel filled 
with pipes. 
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A rat scurries along the edge of the tunnel, running past 
Lara. 


JESSICA KING (CONT'D) 
After you my love. 
INT. MAINTENANCE TUNNELS - DAY 
Lara steps past Jessica into the tunnel. 
Jessica closes the door behind them. 


LARA SLADEN 
It's dark down here. 


JESSICA KING 
You big baby. 


Jessica pushes past Lara and leads the way. 


Lara follows. 


INT. MAINTENANCE TUNNELS ROOM - DAY 


Lara and Jessica step out of the tunnels into a larger space. 
It's a large square room with concrete walls. On either side 

of the room are platforms made of old rusting metal. Bridging 
the platforms is a single gantry of similarly degraded metal. 


Each platform has a set of rickety stairs that lead down to 
the ground floor. 


At the bottom of the room is a large crystal. 


Lara and Jessica stand on the first platform, overlooking the 
barrier. 


LARA SLADEN 
What is this? 


JESSICA KING 
You don't know? You should be able 
to hear them. The hive mind should 
be calling out to you. 
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LARA SLADEN 
Well I don't.. I'm just me. 


JESSICA KING 
Your Doctor friend. He may be 
annoying but he seems to know us. 
We vibrate at a unique frequency 
that allows us to communicate. All 
linked by the mother crystal. 


Jessica gestures down to the crystal below. 


LARA SLADEN 
I don't feel anything. 


JESSICA KING 
It'll come with time. Don't worry. 
Soon enough I'll even be able to 
hear your thoughts. All of them. 
That last line, her tone drops. The saccharine lilt falling 
to a stern growl. 


EXT. BRIDGE - DAY 


The Doctor runs over the bridge. He's using the Sonic 
Screwdriver on the circuitry that holds the sliver of glass. 


THE DOCTOR 
Come on. Come on. 


The Doctor stops, looking around and giving his device the 
time to pick up the signal. 


His machine beeps louder to indicate the way and the Doctor 
follows. 


The Doctor runs down the concrete platforms until he gets to 
the door to the maintenance tunnels. 


He shines the Sonic Screwdriver on the door lock. 
INT. MAINTENANCE TUNNELS ROOM - DAY 


LARA SLADEN 
How did that thing get down here? 
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JESSICA KING 
That... Thing.. The mother crystal was 
installed hundreds of years ago. 
She's been growing on the human 
race for years. Those lost souls. 
The ones that have no-one else. She 
comes to them. They see themselves. 
They see how little they're worth 
and then she takes what little they 
have left. 


Lara looks into the crystal, seeing faces reflected on the 
surface. Hundreds, thousands of faces frozen on the surface. 
All with those disgusting smiles. 


LARA SLADEN 
Jessica. I don't think I want this. 


JESSICA KING 
Don't be stupid. I know what you 
want. 


They hear the maintenance tunnel door open. 


INT. MAINTENANCE TUNNELS - DAY 
The Doctor has found his way into the tunnels. 


From the pockets of his coat the Doctor pulls a small torch 
and shines it around the tunnels. 


THE DOCTOR 


Someone could at least pick up a 
broom. 


INT. MAINTENANCE TUNNELS ROOM - DAY 


Jessica pushes past Lara and stands at the bottom of the 
tunnel. 


JESSICA KING 
Can't you just leave us alone? 


Jessica stamps her foot and the rusty metal platform shudders 
under her weight and strength. 
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The Doctor stands in the doorway between the tunnels and the 
room. He looms in the doorway, above Jessica, enveloping 
Jessica in his shadow. 


We cut in on Lara, following her. 


As Jessica and The Doctor scream at each other in the 
background she walks away from them. 


Lara walks along the gantry to the other side. From her shirt 
she pulls out the blue bottle of chemicals. 


She removes the stopper and pours it over the edge of the 
gantry onto the floor below, right beside the mother crystal. 


We cut back to the Doctor and Jessica arguing. 


JESSICA KING (CONT'D) 
Too bad Doctor. Say goodbye to this 
world. 


Jessica reaches out, grabbing a metal pipe on the wall. 


The rusting metal pipe crumbles as she pulls it free and 
wields it as a weapon. 


LARA SLADEN 
Jessica! 


Jessica hesitates, looking back at Lara who's holding the 
second bottle of chemicals. 


LARA SLADEN (CONT'D) 
Let him go! Or I'll throw it. 


Jessica throws aside the pipe, dismissing the Doctor 
entirely. 


She turns to Lara and walks out onto the Gantry. 


The weight of all that glass means her steps are unusually 
loud, the gantry metal flexing with each step. 


JESSICA KING 
This would be funny if it wasn't so 
pathetic. You're a loser Lara. Give 
it to me. 
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Lara holds up the bottle of chemicals ready to throw. 


JESSICA KING (CONT'D) 
I can always tell when you're 
playing it up but what you need to 
understand Lara... 


LARA SLADEN 
What's that? 


Jessica is always coming closer to Lara until they're face to 
face. 


JESSICA KING 
A mouse can't ever become a lion. 


And Lara loses her nerve. 


Jessica snatches the bottle of chemicals from Lara's hand and 
slaps her across the face. 


Lara falls to the floor, laying against the door frame. 


THE DOCTOR 
Lara! Are you alright? 


The Doctor shouts from the opposite platform. 


JESSICA KING 
Why hasn't isn't she with us yet? 
She's one of us. Did you do 
something to her? 


Jessica stamps her feet in frustration, the gantry creaking 
underneath her. 


Lara sits up and sees the gantry flexing under the weight. 
She crawls along the floor, so slowly. 


The Doctor sees Lara moving and wonders what she's doing. He 
knows he should keep Jessica's attention. 


THE DOCTOR 
I can't but wonder. What happens 
once you've eaten this world? When 
you've taken the people? When 
you've eaten their image? 
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JESSICA KING 
We'll move on. By then the mother 
crystal will have completed her 
replication process and we'll be 
able to seed her on another world. 
I would have taken Lara with me but 
no. I don't think she's worth it. 


Jessica goes to look at Lara but at the exact moment the 
Doctor calls out again. 


THE DOCTOR 
I've met the likes of you before. 
The ones that just consume. 


Lara sees that, at the ends of the gantry, it's held in place 
by rusty bolts. 


THE DOCTOR (CONT'D) 
Lara's better than you. 


Jessica stamps her foot. 


JESSICA KING 
No! I'm better than everybody! 


The stamp causes the gantry to flex and the closes bolt to 
come loose. 


Lara pulls the bolt free. 
Lara throws the bolt at Jessica. 
It sails through the air, hitting Jessica's arm. 


Around the impact her arm turns to solid glass, cracking and 
sending sparkles of glass scattering into the air. 


Jessica turns to Lara. 


As Jessica walks towards the Lara the gantry shakes even 
more. 


The pieces of metal shake and bounce in rhythm with Jessica's 
foot stomps. 


Jessica steps towards Lara and raises her foot ready to stamp 
on her. 
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Lara reaches out as the metal of the gantry shakes and sticks 
her hand between the sliding plates of rusted metal to 
dislodge the last bolt. 


She does it. The bolt pops out of it's socket and the gantry 
falls away. 


The gantry falls away from the platform. 

Jessica loses her footing and falls. 

The two plates of metal close together and at that moment 
Lara turns to glass. The metal crushes her glass hand, 
shattering it. 

Lara turns to flesh and bone as the Doctor calls out to her. 


Lara screams. 


THE DOCTOR 
Lara! Are you alright? 


LARA SLADEN 
My hand! I think it's gone! 


Lara looks down at the shattered glass remains of Jessica. 
As Jessica fell she'd dropped the bottle of chemicals. 


The two puddles are leaking through the cracks in the brick 
floor towards each other. 


Lara and the Doctor each run down the rusting metal stairs 
that lead to the ground floor of the maintenance tunnel. 


They meet in the middle, beside the large crystal. 


LARA SLADEN (CONT'D) 
What do we do? 


THE DOCTOR 
Run! 


The Doctor pushes Lara ahead of her. 


THE DOCTOR (CONT'D) 
Go. I'm right behind you. 
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The Doctor stops to pick up his Sonic screwdriver. He kisses 
it and runs up the stairs behind Lara. 


As he goes one of the steps crumbles underneath his foot and 
his leg falls through the grating. 


Lara turns back to the Doctor and reached down. 
LARA SLADEN 
I've got you. It's alright. Just 
take my hand. 


The Doctor takes Lara's hand and she strains as she pulls him 
up. 


The Doctor struggles to get his leg free. 
The chemicals puddles below touch and ignite, sparks jumping. 


THE DOCTOR 
Pull! 


Lara strains and pulls. The metal crumbles as the Doctor 
kicks his leg free and the two fall up onto the metal 
platform. 


THE DOCTOR (CONT'D) 
We need to move now! 


The two run up into the maintenance tunnels. 


EXT. BRIDGE - DAY 
Lara knocks the door open and they fall out through the door. 


There's a moment. Another and then a loud bang as the door is 
blown off of it's hinges. 


The Doctor and Lara laugh together as they hear car alarms 
blaring. 

EXT. TOWN SQUARE - DAY 

The people in the crowd scream as the glass hands that reach 


out from the statue explode into showers of shards and the 
mirrored statue collapses. 
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MAYOR 
Nobody panic. This is all under 
control. 


Car alarms are ringing and people are running around 
screaming. 


INT. LARA'S FLAT - AFTERNOON 


Lara sits on her sofa, the Doctor unwrapping the already 
healed stump of her now missing hand. 


LARA SLADEN 
It doesn't hurt. Though I suppose 
glass wouldn't feel pain. 


THE DOCTOR 
Like I said. You're not really made 
of glass. You're more like 
calcified memeti.. No. I suppose 
not. 


LARA SLADEN 
How has it healed so fast? That cut 
was bleeding for ages? 


THE DOCTOR 
The illusion is breaking down. 
Before you had something to prove. 
Now your body can acknowledge that 
it doesn't work like it should. 


LARA SLADEN 
What happens to me now? You take me 
out and tell me about the rabbits? 


THE DOCTOR 
That's not funny. 


LARA SLADEN 
I wasn't joking... I've got nothing 
lett. here. 


Lara looks at her already healed stump. It turns to glass to 
reveal a jagged smashed edge left behind. 
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LARA SLADEN (CONT'D) 
Back at the shop, then in the 
tunnels, when Jessica sent the 
Signal. Why wasn't I like the rest 
of them? 


THE DOCTOR 
They tried to strip away your soul 
and make you into just another 
drone. I think you've had plenty of 
practice with that. Don't you? 


LARA SLADEN 
What do you think she was like? 


THE DOCTOR 
Who? 


LARA SLADEN 
Me.. Lara. The girl I took. 


THE DOCTOR 
She was probably a lot like you. 


LARA SLADEN 
Does that mean Jessica was always 
like that? 


THE DOCTOR 
I don't think you ever met the real 
Jessica. She was so well integrated 
with her form. She must have been 
like that for a long time. 


LARA SLADEN 
Why don't I make some tea? 


The Doctor nods as Lara gets up from her seat and walks 
through to the kitchenette to make tea. 


THE DOCTOR 
That's why. 


LARA SLADEN 
Why what? 
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THE DOCTOR 
Jessica asked. Why the earth? 
That's why. Because at the end of 
everything.. Comes a nice cup of 
tea. 


The Doctor gets up from his seat, slipping silently out of 
the front door. 


LARA SLADEN 
Do you take sugar? What about milk? 
Will oak milk do? 


After a few seconds of no response Lara looks back to see the 
Doctor gone. 


LARA SLADEN (CONT'D) 
Doctor? Doctor? 


Lara leaves her flat. 

We see Lara through the exterior windows of the building as 
she runs down the staircase. 

EXT. STREET - AFTERNOON 


Lara steps out into the street but stops when she sees the 
Doctor standing next to his big blue box. 


He shuffles his blue coat, sweeping it back to put his hands 
in his pockets. 


THE DOCTOR 
You said you've got nothing left. 


LARA SLADEN 
I don't. 


THE DOCTOR 
Yeah? What about adventure? 


LARA SLADEN 
What kind of adventure? 


THE DOCTOR 
Where do I start? 
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LARA SLADEN 
That box. It was there when I first 
met you. 


THE DOCTOR 
Mhm. The Tardis. It's my.. 
Spaceship? Time-machine? It can 
take us anywhere and anywhen. 


LARA SLADEN 
It's quite small. 


THE DOCTOR 
Oh the things you've got waiting 
for “you. 


Lara steps closer. 


THE DOCTOR (CONT'D) 
Take a look, if you want to, that 
Tits 


The Doctor pushes the door open with his foot and Lara walks 
inside the Tardis doors. 


INT. TARDIS 


The Tardis is bigger on the inside. The centre of the room is 
a circular platform with a thin metal barrier around it. The 
centrepiece of the room is a hexagonal console with a tall 
column of glass. Above that is a giant rotating gear. 


The roof is supported by a series of six tall bend columns 
with gear like shaping at the elbows. 


LARA SLADEN 
It's bigger on the inside. Cool. 


THE DOCTOR 
You seem to be taking dimensional 
transcendentalism in your stride. 


LARA SLADEN 
Today I lost my life, my 
girlfriend, my left hand and 
discovered I'm made of glass. Not 
much can shock me at this point. 
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THE DOCTOR 
Sounds like a challenge. Close 
those doors and pick a star. We'll 
find you a shock. 
Lara laughs and closes the Tardis door right on us. 


Black screen. 
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
